It  is  hoped  that 
other  Hying  groups  in  the  state  will  adopt  a similar  program 
which  it  is  believed  will  increase  the  pilot  proficiency  and

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KALISPELL-MISSOUIA  FLIGHT  PLAN  SERVICE 

The  Shenfl’s  offices  at  Kahspell  and  Missoula  have 
made  their  communication  facilities  available  to  pilots  de- 
siring to  file  flight  plans  of  flights  to  or  from  the  Kalispell 
area.  This  service  has  been  initialed  following  the  closing 
ol  the  CAA  INSAC  station  at  Kalispell.  All  pilols  may  make 
use  ol  these  iocllilies  and  flight  plans  may  be  fll^  with 
any  CAA  communication  station  in  the  usual  manner  and 
they  will  be  forwarded  lo  Missoula  by  CAA  land  lines.  They 
will  then  be  telephoned  to  Ihe  sheriff's  office  at  Missoula  and 
then  relayed  by  radio  net  lo  the  sheriff’s  ofllce  at  Kalispell. 
Pilols  may  then  close  their  flight  plans  by  telephoning  Ihe 
sherilf's  ofllce  from  either  the  Kalispell  airport  or  the  Flat- 
head  County  airport.  The  Kalispell  sheriff’s  office  will  Iher 
relay  the  message  to  the  Missoula  sheriffs  office  where  it 
will  then  be  telephoned  to  Ihe  Missoula  station,  thence  for- 
warded lo  Ihe  origin  of  Ihe  flight.  The  same  procedure  will 
work  from  departure  from  Kalispell. 

It  18  requested  that  pilots  make  use  of  this  service  ond 
if  Ihe  need  for  the  service  iuetifles  further  considerolion 
similar  methods  of  filing  flight  plans  may  be  extended  from 
various  points  throughout  the  stale 

Similar  plans  are  now  being  established  in  several 
slates  including  Wyoming  where  ihe  highway  patrol  radio 
net  gives  flight  plan  service  to  pilots. 

This  service  in  Ihe  Mlssoula-Kolispell  area  is  certainly 
appreciated  by  the  aviation  people  and  is  a typical  example 
of  what  may  be  accomplished  by  cooperation  between 
various  county,  stale  and  federal  agencies. 

The  plan  was  pul  into  effect  through  Ihe  efforts  ol  Emil 
Olson  ol  the  Missoula  CAA  communication  station  and 
pilols  and  flight  operators  in  the  Mlssoula-Kalispell  area.

Note  the  standard  procedure,  be  alert  at  all  limes  and 
remember  that  the  airplane  that  will  hit  you  is  the  one  you 
do  not  see.

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CAA  AIRCRAFT  LICENSE  REGULATION 

A recent  bulletin  from  the  CAA  advises  that  there  were 
90,000  aircraft  registered  In  the  United  Stales  last  year.  The 
registration  fee  for  a new  airplane  is  $4.00,  the  annua!  turn 
over  in  registration  including  new  and  used  aircraft  is 
34.704,  substantially  more  than  one-third  ol  all  airplanes. 
Records  Indicate  that  there  is  a large  turn  over  of  old  air- 
planes that  have  not  flown  for  many  years  which  must  be  a 
type  ol  the  antique  collectors  aflltcllon. 

Mortgages  on  aircraft  may  be  recorded  with  the  CAA 
Records  Branch  for  a filing  fee  of  $4  00.  Air  comers  can 
register  fancy  mortgages  including  titles  on  engines  of  750 
horsepower  or  over  or  a basket  mortgage  on  spare  parts. 

If  you  want  to  find  out  who  buzzed  your  house,  the  Mon- 
tana Aeronautics  Commission  has  a record  of  all  aircrali 
owned  in  Montana.  This  information  is  supplied  by  the 
CAA  Records  Branch 

You  can  also  get  a special  airplane  license  number  with 
your  initials  on  the  end  for  an  extra  fee  ol  $10  00.

It  seems  that  every  year  the 
first  Hurry  of  winter  colches  many  pilots  who  have  forgot- 
ten ice  on  the  wings  and  ice  in  the  carbureter  together  with 
the  squall  condiHons  which  results  in  changeable  weother 
at  Irequeni  Intervals. 

Check  your  weather  with  your  nearest  CAA  INSAC 
station  or  weather  station  broodcasi  and  check  your  weather 
frequently  before  starting  each  leg  ol  your  flight  and  en- 
route.  Keep  on  ollemale  route  or  carport  in  mind  at  oil 
limes  and  unless  you  are  an  experienced  and  quolilied 
instrument  pilot  do  not  place  yourseli  in  a position  of  having 
to  fly  on  instruments. 

WATCH  FOR  CARBURETOR  ICE  AND  DO  NOT  FLY 
WHEN  YOU  CANNOT  SEE.
